We are much pleased to announce 
that Philip Jacoby, our silent knight 
of the needle and tho goose, secured a 
good place in a largo merchant estab- 
lishment in Chicago. The " something 
else" alluded to in our last ia yet to 
hear from. 

Dr. Gillett retursed last week from 
an extended tour in the East. He 
visited twelve of onr sister institiitions, 
including some in Canada and the one 
at Northampton, Mass. Our immense 
household wore unanimous in feeling 
glad to see him bome again. 

One Dr. Tilley, an oculist .and aurist 
of some distinction, residing in Chica- 
go, awakened not a little interest 
among our pupils last week. He ask- 
ed permission to examine the eyes and 
ears of the pupils, in order to report 
his investigations to a college of ocia- 
lists and aurists.

How many 
infamous quacks there ace who know 
ingly hold out false, delusive hopes to 
our anxious p.arents, and attempt the 
impossible in trying to cure absolutely 
hopeless cases of deafness, in order to 
thus fill their purses with gold wrung 
fi'om the agony of parental love ! 

Dr. Gillett, while in tho East, en- 
gaged a sculptor, named J. A. Spring, 
of Perth Amboy, N. J., to give in- 
struction to tho members of our art 
department in modeling in clay. His 
services were engsiged for one month, 
as the project ot teaching clay model- 
ing is yet experimental. The practica 
bility of teaching clay modeling was, 
in a great degree, suggested by tho 
surprising progress made in this art by 
John M. Stout, one of our graduates, 
who, with very mo.agre facilities for 
learning it, was able, in a short time, 
to produce accurate life-size plaster of 
Paris busts of Dr. Gillett and the late 
Prof. Selah Wait.

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The Conference of Principals of 
Deaf-Mate InstitutioDB which was to 
meet in California thifl sanimer has 
been postponed. The meeting will 
take i)lace at Faribault, Minn., on the 
9th of July. The reason for the change 
is to enable Principals of InHtitntions 
and teachers employed therein to at- 
tend the American Educational Con 
venlion, which meets at Madison, Wis., 
on July 15lh, and continues in session 
for three days. A portion of the time 
will be given np to presenting and dis- 
cussing matters pertaining to the edu 
cation of the deaf and dumb. The 
change will also afford an opportunity 
for thoee interested in the articulation 
system to attend the Conference that 
will be held in New York on Wednes- 
day, June 25th. Dr. Gillett, in bis 
circular, gives the date as June i7th, 
but we think he has made an error as 
to the time. It seems to be the gen- 
eral impression that the meeting set 
down for California was a " Teachers' 
Convention." Tliis is not the case. 
The Teachers' Conventions occur every 
four years, and the " Conference of 
Principals" the second year between 
them, although teachers may attend the 
latter and become honorary members. 
Why the distinction, we do not under- 
stand, but we are assured that a dis- 
tinction exists. At any rate, the cause 
the deaf mute education will not suffer 
by it, as at all such gatherings, every 
one intere8te<l has a voice and is en- 
titled to consideration, no matter what 
rank, as a teacher, he may hold in an 
iiiHtitution for the deaf and dumb.

Though they 
could not hear a word of the prayers offered 
tbey were lx>th converted at the same meeting 
The joy of the Lord so shone in their faces, that 
it produced a profound impression on the minds 
of saints and sinners, that tbey were Iwrn again, 
This occurred abf.nt the year 1S40, when she 
united with tbe Methodist Episcoi>al church. 
She wait married with Bro. Sam Rf>«ers fa 
speaking man, ) July 20th, 1840, thus Uking the 
place of her deceased sister, who left two small 
children, a son and a danghter. The latter liav- 
ing died a month after, only tlio husband and 
aon were left to her care. In 1»B2, she took a 
little orphan girl to bring np, and cared for her as 
faithfully as an own mother could do, until she 
was grown to womanhood. She deeply feels the 
loes of this mother. During all those years she 
ha« Ijeen a AovoUA christian wife, step- mother 
and a gwxl neighl^K^r. She greatly appreciated 
the kindoee* of her step-»on^Erastu< and family, 
in caring for their parent* in their old age. 
Long had abe l>een preparing for tlie blissful 
obange from great bodily suffering, Uj the re^t 
and dear ones in heaven, which Uwk place very 
e»rfly on tbe morning of Dec, 22/1, ISW3. Hince 
her eonfemion fhe tuM Ijoen a faithful witness 
for Christ, ready at all thnes to coafes* him 
before men in mute signs, or bumble devotion to 
Him who maketh the deaf to hear and the dumb 
to speak. She came to Bedford, Mich., from 
Woksott, N. Y., in 1866, and united with the 
Methodist Kpiacopal claM, of which she continued 
a member obUI it dist«nde<l, when she united 
wUbtbe Congregatiotial Church. Beioved by all, 
and at peaee with all, sho fell asleep in Jesns at 
tbe ripe age ot aeventy-oight years, nine months 
and eighteen days.

EMCAPEU FROM DIXMUNT. 

For year'), onu of tho torrors of Allegheny was 
a deaf-mute, whose depravity and violousnoss 
made all droad him. Ills name was used to 
frighten naughty children, and young girls whoso 
mothers forbade tfi ho out after dark, were scar- 
w] into remaining indoors by the mere mention 
that they might meet Ham Taylor. His reputa- 
tion did not Improve any in later years— it grew 
worse. Time and again ho has boon under ar- 
rest for assaulting ladies and children, and with- 
out number aro the time* Ijo had Imjoii sentenc- 
ed to the Work House and the county Jail on 
those charges as well as for larceny and other 
violation* of the law*. La«t fall ho was sent to 
tbe Western Penitentiary for throo years, for 
larceny and general ciissfxlness. Warden Wright's 
attention was called t/i the mute's actions, which 
were of »«oh a i>«ciiliar nature as to warrant bis 
petitioning court tor lii* immediate rornoVAl to 
Dixmont Hospital for treatment for insanity. The 
court gi tUj(UKl the imtllloner'* request, and three 
weeks ago, Taylor wss sent to tho asylum. He 
being both deaf and dumb, tho keepers were not 
of tbe opinion that he was either dangerous or 
designing. Ho proved last night that he was a 
shrewd schemer, and managed in make bi« e»- 
cape in a delitwrate and well-planned way. When 
over half tbe inmates were at chaiiel exercises, 
and tho attendants woro putting tho other half 
to bofl In tlie early i>art of last evening, ho sue. 
seeded in wrenching off from his room window 
tbe Iron bars, and with the aid of a ro|>n, made 
out of a ahoot off his Iwd, let himself down to 
the ground, and by tbe time ho was missetl 
WSS s good distance away and safely bidden from 
bis pnnraers, who swarmed out In all direotions, 
LTp to a latfl hour last evening ho \xul not 
l<«en apprehended. Ho is a vary dangerous man, 
and should not bo allowed to l>o at liljerty. No 
lady or child U safe if ho can inflict on it either 
Insultjor injury. He Is dressed in a plain suit, 
and ha* on a pair of slippers. This is not Ills 
first oxporleuce as a lunatic, for he has been in 
the asylum tor the insane at Kirkbrlde, Phils- 
delpbU J'itUburgh Tline.*, March 11.

The lack of opportunities for s<j- 
cial, moral and inlellectual imiirove- 
ment is not more keenly realized by 
any other body of persons than by the 
deaf-mutes ; tho advantages of a ko- 
ciety aro still more iiitciiHely apjire- 
cialed, when the class-feeling among 
such peojile is so powerful. If the 
population, in any location, were very 
small, tho expenses incurred in the 
enjoyment of such privileges would 
alone forbid tbe establishment of such 
aclnb. Hut no crowd of deaf-nuites, 
however small it may be, need de- 
spair. 'J'bere is a way out of the dif- 
ficulty. They would display a com- 
mendable spirit, if they should aftiliate 
with a larger and stronger associa 
tion, paying all dues, and enjoying all 
privileges in common with the other 
members. Jlcnco, the orgunii^atioii 
of the Deaf-Mute Branch of the Hun 
Francisco Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation. 

The history of this society may be 
brielly given as follows : On the 11 th 
of September last year, a reception 
was tendered to the deaf-iiiiites living 
in this city and vicinity by tho officers 
of tho Association. About tliijily 
deaf-mutes were present, and they 
agreed to accept the invitation to 
attend tho divine service hold on 
the following Hiinday. Mr. 'JMieo. 
(Jrady, a graduate of tho University 
of|(!alifornia ^class of '83), officated. 
From this time, the services have 
been reguhirly performed on the first 
and third Sundays of each month at 
eleven o'clock, the attcn.lanco vary- 
ing from twenty to thirty as the 
weather permits. Messrs, Warring 
Wilkinson, Geo. B. Goodall, H. 15. 
Orandall, Theop. d' Estrella, and 
FJev. Dr. A. L. .Stone (formely a 
teacher in New York Institute), have 
tendered their assistance. Siicli an 
array of intellectual men has not fail- 
ed to arouse great eulhiisiasm, aiul to 
do vast good among the deaf-mute 
congregation. Who would grow 
drowsy under the speechless eloquence 
of Prof. Warring Wilkinson, himself 
one of the most graceful signmakers 
in tho country .•' Who would not 
heartily enjoy an fxcellcnt produc- 
tion of tlio rjuttint pantomime of the 
old school of half a century ago, by 
Uev. Dr. A. L. Stone, still retaining 
his command of tho sign-language, 
after a disuse of forty-five years, in 
gpito of his affliction with loss of 
memory ? 

On the nth of January, a recep- 
tion under the entire management of 
the members was given, and about 
sixty })eople v/ara entertained, forty 
which were mutes. Informal as the 
reception was, it was a decided suc- 
cess in every respect. A well-spread 
supper closed the entertainment. 
Another in it larger scale was creat- 
ed to celebrate the l.'iSd anniver- 
sary of tho birthday of the " Father 
of our country." About seventy-five 
invitations were issued, and to our 
surprise, two hundred and fifty 
guests, acconling to tho authorities 
of the Association, caino lo enjoy our 
e-Tcrciscs, of this number-about eighty 
were deaf-mufes. Tho nrintcd pio- 
grammo is aa follows : Introductory 
Address, by President, Mr. Theo.

"The regular monthly session of the 
tia-ttoes of the Deaf and Dumb asylum 
was lield yesterday at the RUperinten- 
dent's office, commencing i) o'clock in 
the morning. Four miunbers of the 
board were present — Dr. Finch, Dr. 
Scott, Colonel Thompson and 3Ir. 
Hare. General Jones was absent. 
There was considerable urieasiness 
about the building, many of the em 
ployes thinking that theu- time to de- 
part liad arrived, and news from the 
Bession was anxiously received. Mr. 
Lewis W. Flenniken, who lias been 
supervisor for some years, j)reBented 
his resignation and it was accepted. 
At the past few meetings of the board, 
the matter of abolishing the ofTu'c of 
su|)orviaor lias been discussed with a 
view to appointing a storokeoi)er and 
adopting the plans of operation at 
other state institutions, notably the in- 
sane asylums. Yesterday the board 
decided to abolish the office, and in 
doing so created another. (liirai'd 
Ayers, of Upper Sandusky, was chosen 
storekeeper. His duties will consist 
in keeping the books of that dejiarl 
lueiit and remaining in the store-room 
all day. All orders for supplies will 
be on drawn requisitions fiom the 
proper departments. 

" Mr. Frank Flenniken, an atten- 
dant at the institution, will take 
charge of the fire department and as 
Slime the duties of supervisor. It is 
not claimed that previous supervisors 
were overworked or that they did not 
perform their work satisfactorily, but 
the general opinion wns that the store- 
keeper should remain in his depart- 
ment all day, and keep an accurate ac- 
count of all supplies given out. 

"Mr. W. H. Williams, of Ports- 
moulh,|tho new steward was present at 
the m»(eting. He will assume the 
duties of his ofTice April 15th, the 
same time the store-keeper commences 
his term of service. 

" At noon the Hoard adjourned, and 
in the afternoon called on various 
members of the Legislature to con 
Bult with reference to anap|j)ropriation 
bill pending."

The deaf-mutes of Newark, N. J., 
have at last come to the conclusion 
that a literary society is very much 
needed in their city, accordingly the 
matter was talked of, and finally about 
a month ago a committee of three 
were chosen for the immediate or- 
ganizing of a society. The committee 
do not know much of how to organize 
a society, but tbey have not given up 
the attempt. Invitations by them 
wore sent to several deaf-mutes resid- 
ing out of town, among whom are 
three members of the PeeC Literary 
Society, Alexander L. Pach, who is a 
traveling agent of the firm of Pach 
and Bros.. Mr. McDougal, of Jersey 
City, N. J., and another whose name 
we have forgotten. The statement 
made in last week's issue of the 
Journal by "Eros." that the society 
be called the " Newark Deaf-Mute 
Gallaudet Association," has not yet 
been decided upon. The election of 
officers of the society will take place 
on the evening of April 3d, at eight 
o'clock. It is to be hoped that none 
of the deaf-mutes residing in Newark 
will fail to be present. 

It is reported that Mr. John Ben- 
nett, of Orange, N. J., will shortly be 
ordained as a minister, and that he 
will make Newark his future home. 
Hereafter, Mr. Bennett will hold re- 
gular services for deaf-mutes, every 
bundaj', at the Newark Trinity Church, 
instead of the Young Men's Christian 
Association Uootu. 

Up to date, four dollars has been 
collected by Mr. Bennett for the Gal- 
laudet Memorial Fund. The deaf- 
mutes of Newark contribute more or 
less every month, and we think that 
in a short time a good sum will 
have been contributed. 

There is a de»f mute, hailing from 
Brooklyn, N. Y., collecting for the 
Gallaudet Fund among the hearing 
people of Orange and vicinity. Whe- 
ther he has been appointed as an author- 
ized agent by Mr. Theodore Froehlich, 
the committeeman representing New 
York State, we do not know ; but as 
he has been going from place to 
place, veiling himself under different 
names, we think he is a fraud, and 
the money he collects he no doubt 
keeps .as his own. Cant this be stop- 
ped T Mr. Bennett, who is an authoriz- 
ed agent for the Gallaudet Fund, ought 
to have such deaf-mutes as the one 
above mentioned arrested.

UUMErriC RECIPES. 



LiCMON Layer Cakk. — Two eggs, 
two cups of sugar, two and ono-half 
cups of flon', one-quarter of a cup 
of butter, two teaspooiifiilH of bakiiiff 
jiowdcr ; filling — one cup of sugar, 
on(! (^gg, one tablespoon fiil of biiLlw, 
one lemon, grated ; boil till thick. 

Walnut Pound Cakk,— One pound 
of powdered sugar, a half jiound of 
fresh sweet butter, and stir to a 
cream ; then add eight eggs, tlio 
whites and yolks beaten Hopiiratoly, 
ten ounces of plain lloiir with foda, 
and one nutmeg. This cako will he 
found rich and well flavored, and will 
keep for a week. 

Skk;> Cakk, — One pound of butter, 
one pound of sifted sugar, one pound 
of flour, eight eggs, one ounce of car- 
away seeds. Boat tlio butter to a 
cream ; add the sugar. Heat whites 
and yelks of eggs scjiarately ; add to 
the sugar and Inittir. Slir in the 
Hour gradually ; beat all together, 
adding the seeds last. Put tlu! batter 
in a tin pan lined with butteriHl jia- 
pcr, llako in a moderate oven, 

OiiANdE CUHTARO. — Take two good 
sized oranges and sfjuoezo out all 
juice. Take the rind of one and boil 
in a little water until tender, tlicn 
|iound in a clean mortar ; add to the 
orange juice, with eight oiincos of 
granulated sugar, tlio yelks of four 
eggs, well beaten, a tablespoonfiil of 
brandy, and lastly the whites of the 
four eggs whipped to a froth and a 
pint of milk ; stir over the flro until 
It is set, then pour into glass dishes or 
cups, 

ChicKKN Purf,F-. — Pick into small 
bits cold roast or boiled chicken, und 
season it with salt and pepper. Moil 
the bones and skin in enough water to 
cover them, strain and return to llio 
fire. When it boils stir in for one cup- 
ful of the stock ono small teaspoonful 
of butter. Add alittlc celery salt and 
stir in the moat. Servo witli triangles 
of broad which have boon fried crisp in 
very hot lard, 

Indian Mf-al Cakk. — Sift one 
[lint of corn-meal and one-half pint 
wheat flour, into wiiioh flrst ])ut toa- 
spoonful baking powder and a small 
spoonful of salt ; one grated iiiitmi^g, 
one tablespoonfiil ground ciiiiiainon ; 

f)ut threo-quarters of a pound giaiiii- 
alcd sugar and onohalf a jiound but- 
ter ■ together. Heat eight eggs very 
light, and add to the butter aiiil sugar, 
alterntttcly, with the meal — little at a 
time — and one-half cup of milk, and 
have dish or pan well buttered ; bake 
in moderate oven.
